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IMMIGRANTS 
HAVE TROUBLE 


CASE IN WHICH REGULATIONS 
CAUSE HARDSHIPS 


Senator Gibson Calls Attention to a 
Case in Point in Which Much 
Trouble Has Been Caused—Sir 
Richard Cartwright Says That Pre- 
cautions are Taken to Prevent 
Future Trouble. 

Ottawa.—When the senate in com- 


mittee was ‘liscussing the immigra-| 


tion bill, Senator Gibson called at- 
tention to the case of an Englishman 
who came out and aiter spending sev- 
eral years in Hamiiton had, tnrough 
his industry, gained enough money to 
make a home and send for his wife 
and children, who had remained be- 
hind him in ‘England. 

When the mother and several small 
childien reached Quebec they were 
held up by the immigration author- 
ities becau-e the doctors declared that 
one ot the children was suffering from 
ringworm. They were detained there 
for a week, and a bill of $50 or $60 
dollars was run up on account of 
their detention. 

The man in Hamilton was unable 
to satisfy this debate because he had 
exhausted his funds in making his 
home and bringing his family out. 
The mother and children were, there. 
fore, to have been deported, but the 
Hamilton St. George’s Society was 
appealed to and the members of that 
society er to Senator Talbot, 
who had little difficulty in getting the 
mother and children sent forward. 

He regarded this as a shocking case 
of inhumanity. and considered the 
bill would do the greatest damage to 
the movement of British emigrants to 
Canada, 

Sir Richard Cartwright said that 
the bill contained a provision which 
would provide for such cases in the 
future and prevent a recurrence of 
this difficulty.

; Stream of Americans continue to pour 
jinto Canada, 
More than 12,000 American citizens 
) With from $1,000 to $5,000 each, prac. 
tically all farmers and heads of fami- 
lies, expatriated themielves between 
}March 38, 1909, and March 1, 1910. 
| They went from all parts of the Unit- 
ed States, but pa ticularly from the 
jmiddle west, to tuke up government 
jhomesteads in Canada. The whole 
number of persons who went from 
the United Staes to Canada in this 
period was 95,370. 

These figures were compiled as the 
result of on investigation which has 
just been completed by Commis- 
jsioner-General of Immigration Keefe. 
The influx of American farmers in. 
to Canada was ca'led to President 
Taft's attention, and efforts may be
